“Of what interest is it to you and me to know that carpets, rugs, furniture 
and automobile cushions are full of dust and germs? It ig simply this! 
are living in a progressive and scientific age, we are solving problems of 
existence, and among the most important is our war against germs. Those 
of you who are listening may enlist in this army by taking every opportunity 
to kill the germ. The slogan ‘Swat the fly’ also applies to germs. 
have carpets in your house, clean with a vacuum or sweep with an antiseptic 
Salt. Put your rugs occasionally in the sun, and give them an antiseptic 
cleaning. Do not be satisfled with the yacuum or broom, but give them a 
naphtha sponge bath.

Reductions in grain rates from 
Alberta to the Pacific coast which 
will mean hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in saving to the farmers of 
the provineé, have come about as a 
result of an order by the Board of 
Railway Commissioners equalizing 
grain rates west bound with those 
éast bound. 

A. Chard, Freight Traffic Super- 
visor of the Provincial Government, 
issued the following statement on 
the order: 

** The announcementfrom Ottawa 
that the Railway Board has equaliz- 
ed the grain rates west-bound with 
those east-bound sounds the death 
knell to all opposition to the west- 
ernroute. ‘September 2nd, 1925, 
will go’ down in history as a red | 
letter day for the Province of Alberta 
as well as for the Pacific ports, for 
as water will run down bill, so will 
traffic follow the lines of least resist- 
ance. The equalized rate on the 
shorter rail haul will inevitably pro-| 
duce a smaller through cost. con- 
sequently Alberta’s wheat will ex- 
port via Pacific ports. Nowthat the 
permit system which prevented 
direct individual shipments being 
made to Vancouver has been with- 
drawn, with the prospect of wheat 
being sold on. the Vancouver basis 
instead of Fort William, the pro- 
ducer is in the position where hecan 
be asfured of the advantage of the 
increased price accruing to him. 
The specific reductions on mileage 
tasis will make the new rate 18 cts. 
from Calgary and 20 cts. from Ed- 


monton to Vancouver, as compared 


with the old rate of 224 cts. from 
from both points. The reduction 
from a point 800 miles distance will 
be 44 cts. per 100 lbs. Tofield is 
807 miles: from Vancouver; taking 
80U miles as an average haul, the 
reduction in cost will be 2 7-10 cts. 
per bushel of wheat.

** While the specific application 
on which this judgment was rend- 
ered was launched by the Province 
of British Columbia, itavas only a 
follow-up to the Railway Commiss- 
ion after an appeal to the Privy 
Council by the Province of Alberta 
and BritishColumbia in 1923 against 
the decision rendered by the Board 
in British Columbia’s appilcation 
for removal of the mountain differ- 
ential.’ After the hearing by the 
Privy Council, the Board ordered a 
10 per cent reduction on the west- 
bound grain rates, which came into 
effect in October, 1923. The applica- 
tion was then launched by British 
Columbia and was heard at Van-| 
couver in November, 1924, The 
Government of Alberta was repres- 
ented by counsel and its Traffic 
Officer at the hearing and gave full 
support to the application from the 
producers’ viewpoint. ;

Danzig Business Men Do Not Profit By 
Exemptions 

Danzig—The trades .war between 
Poland and Germany now in progress 
may have one beneficent result in the 
opinion of many Danzig business men, 
if it will mean the deflection of Upper 
Silesian coal to the countries border- 
ing upon the Baltic Sea which were 
formerly a part of the Russian Empire. 
Such a deflection would, in their opin- 
lon, prove an advantage to four inter- 
ested groups; the Poles would have a 
promising new market in exchange for 
the German; Danzig would gain much 
new business as the shipping port; 
the Baltic countries ‘could obtain the 
coal more cheaply than they can now 
buy English coal; Germany could dis- 
pose of her Ruhr coal without the in- 
terference of Upper Silesian coal com- 
petition. 

The peopie of Danzig are the inno- 
cent yictims of another phase of the 
rate war between Germany and Po- 
land.

As a matter of fact there are prac- 
tically no “goods of purely Danzig ori- 
gin,” consequently exempting that 
class of merchandise affords little 
comfort to the Danzig business man.

From Many Nations: To Tek 
ae Homesteads On Prairies 


Pioneering days are over, adequate 
Detect petty g00d roads, nearby 
markets, étc., having done away with 
the necessity of “hewing a home in 
| the wilderness” and blazing a trail for 
‘ others fo follow, says the modern sage, 
but an incident that happened recently 
in the Edmonton, Alberta, land office 
not only disproves this fallacy but 
clearly illustrates that: pionéering is 
still an attraction for many, The 
other day there walked into the Ed- 
monton land office a man about .58 
years of age, strong, upstanding‘ and 
bronzed by an out-of-doors life, who 
made known his desire to tackle 
farming once again and took out 
papers on a second homestead in the 
Last Great West—the Peace River 
country. Applications on homesteads 
lin the west are being accepted daily 
by the Federal Government, and the 


homestead would not appear unusual 
were it not for the fact that only-those 
who filed on the land prior to June 2, 
1889, are entitled to second entry. 
When this farming pioneer came io 
Canada in 1884, a lad of 18 years of 
age, from a littl farm in Cornwall, 


: and settled on a homestead 


fifty miles from the . nearest settle- 
ment—Portage la Prairie, -Manitoba— 
and before the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way had commenced operations in the 
west, he hac had to put up with all 
the hardships incidental to 
life. With the characteristic per- 
severance of the early settler, he 
cleared, broke and cultivated his land. 
The coming of the railway and settle- 
ment of the adjoining lands brought 
many improvements, both in farming 
and Hying conditions. His labors be- 
came less arduous and he raised his 
family in comfortable surroundings. 
A few years ago he sold his Manf!- 
toba farm, intending to retire to & 
well-earned rest. _ However, when his 
sons took up homesteads in the Peace 
River country, he was unable to re- 
press his pioneerihg spirit, so he once 
again filed cn free land, not only to 
be near his sons, but also to help de- 
velop and settle the country which 
first gave him a start towards success. 
This is the somewhat brief but sig- 
nificant story of one Englishman who 
came to Canada looking for a home 
and independence. His record of 
achievement in the west has been 
emulated by numerous fellow-country - 
men, as well as by natives of many 
other countries. At the last census 
of homestead entries, it was found 
that, ja addition to native-born Cana- 
dians, over 36 different nationals had 
taken out homestead papers in the 
prairie provinces. Some of these 
pioneers caine from such far lands as 
Iceland, China, Japan, Persia, Greece, 
India, Palestine and Mexico, - ‘Phere 
seems to be no limit ‘from which 
Western Canada draws her settlers. 
Within recent years the areas suit- 
able for homesteads have beeome more 
and more restricted. At January 1, 
1925, the Federal Government estt- 
mated that of the area surveyed in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
nearly 55,000,000 acres were devoted 
to homesteads. The scarelty of free 
lands in close proximity to the rail- 
ways, however, does not seem to be 
any drawback to the. homesteader— 
13,754 entries were made in 1923—and 
the enhanced attractions of the fertile 
open prairies assure, for some time 
to come, a steady stream of that most 
valued class of settler—the ploneer.

Facts of which Sautof Tarsus was 
proud, verses 5, 6.—There were seven 
points which made Saul of Tarus feel 
superior to most Jews.

Furthermore, Paul had been zealous 
in persecuting: the church; and had 
so scrupulously kept the law that he 
was blameless, ‘These were facts that 
had given him great reputation among 
his compatriots. In his letter to the 
Galatians ho writes: “Ye have heard 
of my manner of Hfe in time past in 
the Jews’ religion, how that beyond 
measure I persecuted the church of 
God, and made havoc of it; and I ad- 
vanced in the Jews’ religion beyond 
many of mine‘own age among my 
countrymen, being more exceedingly 
for the traditions of my fathers,

Dirtiest Village‘in the World 

is in Tibet 

Tibet is famous for many things, 
but few people know that the 
dirtiest place in the world is to be 
found in the land of the Lamas. 

It is a village, Phari-jong by 
name, situate on a piece of rising 
ground in the centre of a plain not 
many miles from Mt. Chomolliart, 
one of the finest mountains in Tibet 
It stands over 14,000 feet above 
sea-level, and is believed to be the 
highest place in continuous habit- 
ation in the world, It was built 
some 500 years ago. 

Phari consists of a fortress, sur- 
rounded by 200 hovels.. Owing to 
the fact that everything which we 
would tkrow into our dustbin is 
there simply thrown out, these 
hovels are now below the ground. 
Year by year the heaps of rubbish 
have grown, until the occupiers of 
the ‘houses’ have had to cut 
paths through them from their 
front doors to the road. 

In spite of its “buried” look, 
however, Phari is one of the leading 
“market towns” of Tibet. Theré is 
a respectable bungalow in the vill- 
age, kept up by the Indian Govern- 
ment for the use of its represent- 
atives, and it was here that the last 
Mt. Everest expedition arranged to 
stop when carrying gut their ex- 
ploration of the nearby mountain. 
Phari is also in postal and tele- 
graphiccommunication with India. 


Ankle Lamps For Women 
Are Latest Thing in Paris 

The latest fashion for smart 
Parisian women is an ankle lamp 
for evening wear. 

The lamps were originally in- 
troduced for the benefit of women 
motorists to prevent them stumbl- 
ing when stepping out of a car—a 
great advantage particularly to 
those with weak easily twisted 
ankles, 

Practical Frenchwomen havealso 
discovered that the new lamp is in-
